The donkeys Kl rind 
Iii the stream while the water peddler 
tilts Ills Jars tty dipping among tile 
water buffalo -th e.carab ao of Philip­ 
pine days—swimmers ducks aud geese, 
Tile river, a stream HOO yards wide, 
bas n stone bridge, of which tradition
